Ice  cream  production  in  the  United  States  in  April,  estimated  at, 53^050,000. 
gallons,  was  8 percent  smaller  than  in  April  19$0  and  1 percent  Ips.s  thap  the  1955-5-9 
average  for  the  month,  the  Crop  Reporting  Board  reports.  The  January-April  total  this 
year  was' 201, 310,000- gallons : 1 percent  smaller  than  a year  earlier,  but- 8 percent- 
larger  than  the  5 -year  average  for  the  period. 

Compared  with  the  previous  month,  April  production  dropped  9 percents-  - This  con- 
trasts with  a gain  of  7 percent  from  March  to  April  last  year  and  the.  1955'*59  average 
seasonal'  increase  of  also  7 percent.  Temperatures  during  April  averaged  below  normal 
in  most  of  the  country  except  Maine  and  an  atea. in  the  far-  Southwest-  extending  from 
western  Texas  to  the  Pacific  and  including  most  of  tiie  California  coast.  '•  ■ . 

Compared  with  April  last  year,  ice  cream  production  was  smaller'  'in'  all'  regions 
of  the  country  except  the  Pacific,  where  it  was  about  the  same.  Decreases’ varied' 
from  2 percent  in  the  West  North  Cehtral  States  to  Id  percent  in  the’ South  Atlantic . 
Production  was  10  percent  less  in  the  North  Atlantic  States.  Output  was  down  lO' per- 
cent in  New  York,  13  percent,  in  Pennsylvania, • and  2 percent  in  California.’  ’ Other 
regional  decreases  were  13  ..percent  in  the  South,  Central  States  and  7 percent’  ih.’..both 
the  East  North  Central  and  the  Mountain.  All --iEiportant -producing  states  showed  de-_  / 
creases  except  Wisconsin,  Minnesota,  Washington,  Oregon,  and  the  Dakotas.,  ; 

Compared  with  the  1955-59  average  for  April,  production  was  larger'  in  all 
regions  except  the  North  Atlantic,  where  it  was  6 percent  ■ less,  and  the" 'South  .Central, 
where  it  was  8 percent  smaller.  Output  was  \ percent  more  in  both  the"  South  Atlantic 
States  and  the  East  North  Central.  Production  was  up  d percent  in’ lhe‘ West  North  , 
Central  States  and  5 percent  in  the  Mountain.  .A  10 -percent  increa'se’ was  'shb\m' in  the"' 
Pacific  States.  In  the  three  leading  ice  cream -producing  states, ' output' was' up  9 . 
percent  in  California,  but  -v/as  do\m  1 percent'  in  New  York  and  15  percent  in  Penii-

Ice  milk  production  in  the  United  States"  during  April  totaled  10,830,000 
gallons,  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board,-  This  was  10  percent  less  than  in 
April  i960,  although  I6  percent  more  than  the  5 -year,  1955-59  average  for  the  month. 
Inclement  weather  in  April  retarded  production  advances  in. many  sections  of  the 
country.  Output  gained  only  10:.. percent  between  March  and  April. this  year,  in  con- 
trast to  34  percent. in  i960  and  30  percent  in  the  1955-59  period. 

Cumulative  production  the  first  four  months  of  this  year,  totaling  34,460,000 
gallons,,  was  1 percent  more  than  in  i960  and  32  percent  greater  than  the  1955-5.9 
average  for  the  period,  . ■ . ■ 


Compared  with  April  i960,  ice  lailk  production  decreased  in  all  regions.  The 
losses  were  .moderate  in  the  North  Atlantic,  South  Atlantic,  and  Western  States. 
Output  was  off  sharply  in  the  remainder  of  the  coamtry.

10  percent  less  than  in  April  i960,  but  1 percent  more  tlian  the  1955-59  average  for 
the  month.  Output  the  first  four  months  of  this  year  was  about  the  saiae  as  that  of 
the  corresponding  period  in  i960,  but  was  I6  percent  greater  than  the  5 -year  average. 

Production  gained  only  8 percent  from  March  to  April  tliis  year,  compared  with 
30  percent  last  year  and  29  percent  on  the  average  in  the  preceding  5-yeap  period. 
Seasonal  gains  occ.urred  in  all  regions  except  the  West. 

Output  decreased  from  April  i960  in  all  sections  of  the  country.  Production 
was  off.  sharply  in  the  East  North  Central  and  the  South  Central  Regions,  v’hile  it  was 
off  moderately  in  the  remainder  of  the  country..

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"MELLORINE-TYPE"  FROZEN  DESSERTS  PRODUCTION 

United  States  production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats 
and  oils  other  than  milhfat  was  estimated  at  4,110,000  gallons  in  April,  according 
to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  This  \ras  5 percent  more  than  in  April  i960  and  33  per- 
cent greater  than  the  1955-59  average  for  the  month.  Total  production  the  first 
four  months  of  this  year  was  11  percent  larger  than  in  the  corresponding  period  last 
year  and  4l  percent  greater  than  the  1955-59  average. 

Compared  with  April  i960,  production  was  less  in  Texas,  Oklahoma,  Arkansas,  and 
Illinois.  Output  was  unchanged  in  Missouri.  Increases  v;ere  shown  in  all  other  im- 
portant Mellorine -producing  states. 

Mellorine  production  increased  2 percent  from  March  to  April  this  year,  com- 
pared with  15  percent  between  these  months  in  i960  and  10  percent  on  the  average  in 
the  1955-59  period.  Seasonal  decreases  occurred  in  Missouri,  Arkansas,  and  Alabama, 
Production  increased  in  all  other  important -producing  states.
